The big question now concerning the tense 
situation in the Middle t^ast is what w ill be 
the end results so far as world conditions 
are concerned. Will the issue develop into a 
full-scale fighting w^ar or degenerate into a 
hopeless war of w'ords and perhaps minor 
skirmishes? 
While it is impossible to settle this ques­ 
tion 
in 
advance, 
there has 
been 
no small 
amount of effort to answer other pertinent 
questions. Besides from the end results, 
there is the question of the wisdom of the 
move 
of troops 
into 
Lebanon and U. S. in­ 
terference in the entire 
Middle East. In 
addi- 
~ tion to this, there is the 
question, as yet not touched in most quar­ 
ters, of the political implications of the situ­ 
ation on the American scene. 
^ 
Perhaps it is premature to attempt to 
answer this question but at least some dis­ 
cussion of the issue would not seem irrele­ 
vant. It cannot be denied that the Marine 
movement has shifted the news emphasis 
and the thoughts of the American people 
away from the Adams-Goldfine case. 
That plot has even thickened since its be­ 
ginning a few weeks ago but a great deal 
less is heard about it in conversation since 
the Middle East explosion. Should the .Mid­ 
dle East situation remain in a critical .state, 
"it could substantially destroy the political 
effects of the Goldfine-Adams case in the 
November elections. 
★ 
A major crisis such as the Lebanon, Iraq, 
.Tordan, etc. picture is today also has a dis­ 
tinct effect upon the American people. It 
tends to create a limited and unified trend 
of thought. Nothing is quite so strong in 
binding a people together as adversity or 
danger. 
The threat of war inherent in the Middle

F'ast situation can certainly be classed as a 
danger. This tends to cause people to con­ 
centrate on one thing and one thing only— 
the elimination of that threat. In this frame 
of mind, the people are apt to forget any 
past failures or disagreements.

In a time of crisis, the U. S. becomes a 
closely knit 
and dedicated society. 
Past 
grievances and even political affiliations are 
forgotten for the moment in the intense de­ 
termination to meet whatever threatens us. 
This is not a state of mind conducive to 
changes. Tb<^ more logical reaction is to 
leave things as they are so as to create as 
little disruption as possible. The thought is 
that nothing should be done to interfere with 
removal of the threat we face. 
It IS the old political axiom that the na­ 
tion should not change horses in the middle 
of a stream. This makes it immaterial and 
irrelevant to question the wisdom of what 
has been done, but rather, to deal with the 
situation as it is if any­ 
thing is to be salvaged. 
It becomes a state of 
being in which the end 
justifies the means and 
even worthy of consid- 
is that there is time

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the means are not 
eration. The theory 
enough to discuss the means after the end— 
the crisis—has been successfully reached. 
This kind of thinking and such a frame of 
mind, of course, is favorable to the admini­ 
stration in office. For that is the status quo 
that would not be upset in fear of greater 
disaster. The decisions, policies and pro­ 
grams of that administration are the ones 
which would go unquestioned and unchal­ 
lenged until the greater dangers of war are 
removed. Whether pertinent or decisive, this 
is one side of the political scene of the Mid­ 
dle East crisis. 


Everything But Deeds 


Seven 
American 
university 
presidents 
have returned from Russia where they laid 
the professional eye on the nature and fruits 
of the Russian educational system. 


They were not the first to perform that 
mission and probably will not be the last. 
But their report runs true to form. Yes, 
Russia is leaving no stones unturned; Rus­ 
sian young people are working hard in the 
classrooms and results are showing in Rus­ 
sian ascendancy in the fields where educa­ 
tion is the basis for achievement. But they 
say the Russians are not really educating 
the well rounded man. They are turning out 
calculators and technicians. With as much 
deadly seriousness and dedication we could 
do much better in our environment of free 
thought. 


One can assume the correctness of such a 
judgment. But a cynic might comment that 
the Judgment is a comparison of achieve­ 


ment against potentiality. In this particular­ 
ly crucial case the m atter will be decided 
by achievement versus achievement and we 
are continuing to be short on achievement. 
It has been more than a year since a 
complacent, self esteeming Artierica looked 
up and saw Sputnik I and found out that it 
had been kidding itself. It has been many 
months since President Eisenhower calmed 
the anxious people with sophistries about 
“ we must all do better.” Yet the Congress 
has produced nothing of consequence in be­ 
half of intensified education, and beyond a 
little financial stimulation to enlarge what 
we already have the general public and pro­ 
fessional educators have contributed little or 
nothing to this great essential reform. It is 
not a reassuring thing, and America would 
be better off to remain at home and start 
asserting the initiative, neither decrying nor 
defending nor talking about abstract poten­ 
tialities. 


The News Is Good 


The 
Tenth 
District 
Federal 
Reserve 
Bank at Kansas City sees the strong new, 
green shoots of economic recovery appear­ 
ing in this region. 
Its member banks are reporting more 
deposits, more loans and more general 
activity than a year fig o and as June slid 
into July the line of rise is giving each 
new month an increase over its prede­ 
cessor. 
The figures lor Lincoln give a typical 
picture. The city’s banks have $9,041,000 
more on loan than a year ago; 
$3,838,000 
more than a month ago. They have $17,549,- 
000 more on deposit than a year ago and 
$4,795,000 more than a month ago. Com- 


mercial and industrial loans are up $4 mil­ 
lion over a year ago and new life is show­ 
ing in the real estate note case. 
It IS well to recall that these buoyant fig­ 
ures mark not a climb from normal, but 
a recovery from recent drought years, but 
it IS also illustrative of the constructive 
elTect of a brace of good farm production 
years. 
There is a great deal wrong with the farm 
economy in terms of the cost price ratio. 
Even so abundant production provides the 
firm basis for revival of public confidence 
and the Federal Reserve’s report reveals 
that Nebraskans in general are responding 
to the invitation to recovery. 


New Iraq Government Speaks 


The first apparently official announce­ 
ment to come from the new government of 
Iraq lends little support to observations 
made at the time of the revolution there 
that the overthrow of young King Faisal 
was Communrst inspired. In fact, just the 
opposite impression is gleaned from state­ 
ments made by Hashim Jawad. repre.sent- 
ing the new Iraqi go\ eminent at the United 
Nations. 
A great many people mu t have been 
surprised to see Jawad state that Iraq still 
considers itself a part of the pro-West Bagh­ 
dad Pact. Jawad went even further and 
stated that “ we are against CommunLsts.” 
What Jawad said in effect was that the 
people of Iraq had revolted and will now en­ 
joy true freedom and will reap whate\er 
benefit there is to be harvested from the na­ 
tion’s natural resources. His countrymen, 
he has said, will no longer be subservient to 
a small ruling class of of people, wealthy 
beyond all proportion in comparison with 
the rest of the people. 
There are those, of course, who will say 
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that Jawad is simply a tool of the Com­ 
munist and is lying for the sake of expedi­ 
ency. But there is little to support such a 
claim and those who believe otherwise are 
willing to wait and let time prove them 
right. 
One thing is certain. The United State.s 
will err ilraslically if it does not accept 
the friendship of the new Iraq government 
if such friendship is offered without the 
taint oi a Mo.scow con.spiracy. In fact, re­ 
jection of such friendship would require 
proof of such a conspiracy, not just a taint.

WASHINGTON — It’s al­ 
ways risky to predict what 
Russia will do, but here is 
my own best conclusion as 
to whether the Kremlin will 
engage in open hostilities in 
defense of the Near E a s t:

4. The Russians will cause 
just as much trouble as pos­ 
sible for the United States,

PARTS - While In public 
discretion is the order of the 
day, in private high oflieials 
of the De Gaulle government 
make no secret of their dis­ 
may over the use of .Ameri­ 
can forces in Lebanon at this 
particular moment.

As informed French offi­ 
cials .'iCe It. the .American 
move was too late not mere­ 
ly in relation to the uprising

They speak, too, with 
a frank realization of their 
own grave errors in the Mid­ 
dle East when just helore 
and during World War 
II 
they sought to exercise a
